The  Outsiders 


An  event  of  unusual  interest  in  the  dramatic  chronicles  of  Boston  will 
be  the  first  performance  on  any  stage  of  Charles  Klein’s  latest  play, 
“The  Outsiders,”  a comedy  of  social  life,  which  the  author  has  com 
pleted  during  the  present  engagement  of  “The  Gamblers.”  It  is 
scheduled  for  production  next  Monday  night  at  this  theatre.  Not  only 
was  Mr.  Klein  keenly  desirous  of  launching  his  new  play  in  Boston 
where  his  notable  successes,  “The  Lion  and  the  Mouse”  and  “The 
Third  Degree,”  were  originally  produced,  but  he  is  insistent  upon  availing  himself  of  the 
same  excellent  cast  which  is  now  appearing  in  “The  Gamblers.”  Several  additions  are 
made  for  “The  Outsiders”  in  regard  to  players.  The  cast  of  the  new  play  will  be  as  fol- 
lows: Jane  Cowl,  Sarah  Truax,  Orme  Caldara,  Charles  Stevenson,  Frank  Campau,  Fred 
Strong,  George  Backus,  Geoffrey  Stein,  George  Wright,  Jr.,  Ethel  Jennings,  Amelia 
Mayborn,  Florence  Huntington  and  Dan  Williams. 

The  new  play  is  a departure  for  Mr.  Klein,  as  it  is  his  first  comedy  in  years. 

The  outsiders  constitute  the  family  of  “Jim”  Blakeley,  a rich  westerner.  The  play  tells 
the  story  of  conflict  with  the  Talbot-Berrimans  of  New  York  in  an  attempt  to  enter  Man- 
hattan society.  It  is  a struggle  of  plutocracy  with  aristocracy.  The  families  are  first 
brought  in  contact  by  a letter  that  young  Phyllis  Talbot-Berriman  writes  to  a girl  chum  in 
her  college  sorority,  urging  her  to  break  off  her  engagement  to  Roylston  Blakeley,  the  son 
of  the  western  family,  and  giving  reasons  that  offer  sufficient  grounds  for  a suit  for  libel. 
The  first  act  is  set  in  the  house  of  the  Blakeleys — the  Fifth  Avenue  mansion  which  “Jim” 
calls  “the  million  dollar  bond,”  and  described  as  twenty-eight  rooms,  eleven  servants  and 
two  people.  There  we  learn  of  the  libel  suit  and  meet  the  principals.  They  are  “Jim” 
Blakeley,  the  rough,  thundering  plutocrat , his  college-bred  son,  Roylston ; Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Talbot-Berriman,  and  Phyllis,  their  daughter. 

The  second  act  is  at  a hotel  where  Phyllis’  father  has  been  taken  ill  while  in  the 
company  of  Hattie  Lawson,  a disreputable  woman  from  the  west.  Roylston,  who  has  left 
his  father  in  anger  at  the  latter’s  boorish  treatment  and  behavior  towards  the  Talbot-Ber- 
rimans, is  staying  at  the  hotel,  and  aids  in  summoning  the  man’s  relatives,  and  in  hushing 
up  a scandal.  Meanwhile  the  two  children  of  the  opposing  families  have  fallen  in  love  with 
each  other ; but  the  conservative  arrogance  and  good  breeding  of  the  East  have  been 
matched  against  the  crudities  and  good  heartedness  of  the  West,  and  neither  side  has 
morally  or  materially  triumphed.  Phyllis  and  Roylston,  as  individual  examples  of  the  virtue 
of  both  sections,  become  engaged.  The  comedy  interest  depends  largely  on  the  contrast 
of  types — “Jim”  Blakeley,  with  his  threats  to  kick  down  the  doors  of  the  Metropolita 
Club  if  they  will  not  admit  him  as  a member,  and  the  Talbot-Berrimans,  with  the  veneer 
of  English  manners.
